Ellen Kimball, her sister pioneer, felt 
„lara D. Kimball, another 
lady pioneer, has has said in later years: It 
did not look so dreary to me as it did to 
the other ladies. They were terribly dis- 
appointed because there were no trees. 
My poor mother was almost heart-brok- 
en. I don't remember a tree that could 
be called a tree.” There was a scrub 
oak or 4 cottonwood here and there, but 
the general outlook was dreary and dis- 
heartening. 

Green grass was found northward: to- 
ward the lake on the bottoms. The drier 
places swarmed. with crickets. i 

On July 28 the advance party ‘under 
Orson Pratt, began to plow preparatory 
te putting in their crops, George W. 
Brown, William Carter, Levi Kendall 
and Bishop Taft being the first to 
break the sod. The later history is gen- 
erally known here. With infinite toil the 
streams of water were led from the 
mountain sides to moiston the dry earth 
so that the grain would grow. This was 
the beginning of the system of irrigation 
which has redeemed the habitable por- 
tion of the Great American desert, mak- 
ing it fertile and fruitful as it has be- 
come in later years. 

About midday, or early in the after- 
noon of July 24, 1847, President Young 
and his party arrived at the camp made 
the day before by the advance party of 
exploration on the banks of City creek.

The First Celebration. 
From the Frontier Guardian.) 
“July 24 being the anniversary of the 

arrival of President Young and Kimball, 
with the pioneers in the valley, the in- 
habitants were awoke by the firing of. 
cannon, accompanied by music; the brass 
band playing martial airs, were then car- 
ried through the city in two carriages, re- 
turning to the bower by 7 o’cleck. The 
bower is a building 100 feet long by 60 
feet wide, built on 104 posts, and cov- 
ered with boards; but, for the services of 
this day, a canopy or awning was ex- 


the bower, to accommodate the vast mul- 
titude at dinner. 

“At half past seven the large national 
flag, measuring 65 feet in length, was 
unfurled at the top of Liberty Pole, 
which is 104 feet high, and was saluted 
with the firing of six guns, the ringing 
of the Nauvoo bell, and spirit-stirring 
airs from the band. 

“At eight o’clock the multitude were 
called together by the firing of guns 
and music, the Bishops of the several 
wards arranging themselves in the

“The procession started from the 
house at 9 o’clock. The young men and 
young ladies sang a hymn through the 
street—the cannons kept up one con- 
tinual roar—the muske rolled—the 
Nauvoo bell pealed fo its silvery 
notes—and the air filled with the sweet 
strains of the brass band playing a slow 
march. On arriving at the bowery,’ the 
escort was received with loud shouts of 
‘Hosannah to God and the Lamb,’ 
which made the air reverberate. While 


Fresidents Young, Kimball and Rich- 


ards, John Smith, Newel K. Whitney 
and Thomas Bullock were proceeding 
down the aisle, loud cheers were given 
and ‘Hail to the Governor. of Deseret.’ 
On being seated by the committee on the 
stand, the escort passed around the as- 
sembly singing a hymn of praise, when 
they also marched down the aisle and 


were seated in double rows on both | 


sides. The vast multitude were called 
to order by J. M. Grant, and when they 
were seated Mr. Erastus Snow offered 
a prayer of thanksgiving to our Heaven- 
ly Father. 

“Richard Ballantyne, one of the twen- 
ty-four young men, then came forward 
to the stand, his coronet glittering as if 
with rubies, and in a neat speech pre- 
sented the Declaration of Independence 
and. Constitution of the United States 
in a respectful manner, to President 
Young, which was received with three 
deafening shouts, led on by President 
Young, of ‘May it live forever and ever. 

„The Declaration of Independence ‘was 
then read by Erastus Snow, after which 
the band struck up a lively air. 

Mr. Bullock then arose and read the 
following, entitled “The Mountain Stand- 
ard,’ composed by P. P. Pratt:

stand, said he was rejoiced to stand be- 
fore the congregation to speak a few 
words on Liberty and Truth. His re- 
marks were sulmated and ill is- 
trative. 

“Mr. C. O. Rich then arose 3 re- 
viewed the scenes of the past two years, 
from the entrance of the Presidency and

‘President Speaks. 


President “Young rose to rejoice with 
those who rejoiced, ‘and were it benefi- 
cial could weep for those that do not 
weep for themselves. He said, it is two 
years ago this day since I arrived in this 
valley; but from a multitude of princi- 
ples, circumstances, and ideas that now 
crowd my mind, I shall have to take 
them up ‘lightly. Orson Pratt and Dr. 
Richards, with a great number of. oth- 
ers, had been cutting the roads through 
the canyon while I was sick on the We-. 
ber river; I met. with them here between 
four and five in. the. afternoon, and now 


we commemorate this day. Let us look 


back to the past; five years ago most 
of the Twelve were in the eastern states 
and had just heard of the death of the 
Prophet Joseph, and when we returned 
to Nauvoo thousands of men were mourn- 
ing on their ‘arms, their heads, and in 
their hearts;.and every sister was veiled 
in mourning—for what? Why, in the

ago, many of the oldest, white-headed 
men now before me. and some of the

We had to leave the 
United States because we said that Jo- 
seph Smith was a prophet and that the 
Book of Mormon was true. That is the 
cause why we are here.“ It is pure mob- 
ocracy that brought us here. Some of 
you now before me went to market in 
the United States to buy liberty and 
you were told that your blood was the 
price of liberty. Here is Mr. ‘Taylor— 
he went to market to buy liberty and he 
was pierced with four balls; they tried 
hard to get all his blood, but he has a 
little left this day. There is no gente: 
man who loves good laws, peace, or so- 
ciety but loves this people. All good 
men delight in us as a people, and they 
delight in truth and righteousness. - 
“Mr. Kimball has predicted there 
would be pestilence, war, distress and 
trouble; it’s true, gentlemen, it’s even at 
the door of the nations of the earth, 
there is a fapping at the door and there 
is one foot in at the present moment. 
It is ‘Mormonism’ that has brought us 
here. I will ask, why was it that Jo- 
seph Smith could gather together the 
highest talents In the nation? Why was 
it that so much mystery surrounded him? 
It was because God was. with him and 
is with us. The interests of the Saints 
temporarily and eternally are blending 
together like one man, because the Na- 
vior said, Except. ye are one, ye are none 
of Mine. You, cannot destroy the union 
of the Saints; there are no difficulties 
the laws or constitutions, but many of 
the administrators are corrupt.

“Why do we not celebrate the 4th of 
July? The Declaration of Independence 
is just as precious to us today as it was 
twenty days ago! Has it not the valid- 
ity that it had in 1776? Is it not as 
good today as it was twenty years ago? 
We chose this day that we might have 
a little bread to set on our tables; today 
we can see the bread, cucumbers and 
beets that we could not have seen twenty 
days ago. Inasmuch as there are some 
strangers in our midst, I want you to 
give them their dinner, for they rejoice 
to see us happy, and I say they are wel- 
come, heartily welcome. 

W. W. Phelps then related a story 
about Tom Ford and the mobocrats 
who had driven them out of the states, 
and used as figure, a man building an 
oven on a wagon wheel so as to have 
the mouth turn all ways.

A Grand Dinner. 
„The hour of intermission having ar- 


rived, Mr. Grant requested the escort 


to form in procession around the assem- 
bly, and the Bishops of each ward to col- 
lect the inhabitants of their respective 
wards together, and march with them 
to their dinner tables, and several thou- 
sands of the Saints dined sumptuously 
of the fruits of the earth, produced by 
their own hands, who invited several 
hundreds of the emigrants, even all who 
were in the valley; and a company who 


came in during the dinner were stopped, 


dismounted, placed at one of the tables, 
and were astonished at the warmth of 
their reception; two or three score of In- 
dians also partook of the repast; indeed, 
such a feast of the body, coupled with 
a feast of the soul, has not been expe- 
— on this continent for a length of 
me | 


“At a quarter past three p.m. the band 
and Bishops, with their banners, the 


young men and young ladies, and the 
Silver Greys were formed into the line 
of escort and again promenaded around 
the vast assemblage, singing the songs 
of Zion, while the Nauvoo bell continued 
pealing, the musketry rolling and the can- 
non roaring. President Young declared 
he had never seen such a dinner in his 
life. Mr. Rich said it was almost a 
marvelous thing that everybody was sat- 


| isfied; and many grey-headed veterans 


from different countries in the old world 
united in declaring they had often sat 
down to the festive board in the United 
States, England, Scotland, France, Ger- 
many, Norway and Denmark, but had 
never enjoyed such a day as this. Not 
an oath was uttered, not a man intoxi- 
cated—not a jar or disturbance occurred 
to mar the union, peace, and harmony 


of the day. 


„When the escort was passed around 
the assembly, singing as usual, they 
came into the aisle, and. formed in dou- 
ble rows on each side, as in the fore- 


noon.

| sudden demise will be a surprise to his 


many friends in the west as well as in 
the north and south. 

St. wean the’ scene of his birth— 
1844. True to his ancestry, which was 
of the noblest in Virginia, he, like Lee, 
risked his fortune under the confederate 
flag and acquitted himself in a most 
honorable manner. After the fall of the 
confederacy, Mr. Lewis went west among 
the “Mormons.” Having made their 
religion a study and noted their charac-. 


ter and integrity, he united himself with 


the fold of Christ, and several years la- 
ter was foremost in his advocacy. of the 
cause, laboring.as a humble missionary.

January of 1886 passed with nothing 
more of interest than the arrival of El- 
ders from Zion.

“Hider Parley P. Pratt then rose and 


addressed the audience, saying that if 
variety is the spice of life, we have had 
a spicy meeting. He. doubted if the old- 
est States could set a larger table or a 
greater variety, and gave utterance to 
his feelings in an eloquent manner. 
Amongst other things, he said if he 
had the power to act from the impulse of 
the moment, the shackles should be 
burst from every nation, kindred, tongue 
and people—they should all be free as the 
Great Parent has made all mankind—

they pleased, but for that every man 
should answer to God for his own con- 
science. He said, I rejoice at the Con- 
stitution of the United States, while I 
mourn over a corrupt administration.

then. This was the beginning of the 
opening to the nation of the gold fields 
of California, an event that seemed to 
set on fire the whole civilized world. 
Thousands came pouring by land and sea 
to the newly discovered gold fields. The 
from the East made Salt 
Lake City their stopping place, for rest 
and repairs. This city was a half-way 
house, without which it would have been 


‘impossible for most of the gold seekers 


to reach their destination. Salt Lake 
City was a center for supplies of farm 
products, not only to the gold hunters 
bound for California, but to the miners 
in all the western regions about it. Thus 
the development of the Republic depend- 
ed upon the people of Utah in a manner 
and to a degree of which they had, per- 
haps, little conception at the time.
